THE RUSSIAN TURNOVER 

With a suddeness which seems almost elec¬ 
trical affairs in Russia have swerved round from 
a monarchial government to a republic, and the 
power that was vested in the Czar and his 
beaurocracy is now in the hands of the Duma, 
with the full support and confidence' of the peo¬ 
ple behind it. The change has, so to speak, 
been brought about behind the scenes, for while 
the majority of people in this country were tot¬ 
ally unaware of it, currents and counter currents 
have been at work among the Russian people for 
some weeks. Towards the end of January the 
business of the Duma was peremptorily suspend¬ 
ed under a weak pretence, and resumed a month 
later. Prior to that there were mutterings and 
the interference did much to disturb public opin¬ 
ion, and ‘strikes’ were talked of until that word 
became replaced by the word ‘revolution’, used 
openly .in the Duma debate. There was some 
hops, at the time that the February meeting 
would clear the air, but the policy of the reac- 
tiobaries created a situation of grave national 
discontent as to the conduct of the war, with 
the result that the people turned against those

Dominion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residenco upoh 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of bis homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except when residence is performed in 
the vicinity. __ » 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre empt a quarter 
section alongside bis homestead. Price 
$3.ClO per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence m each 
of three years affter earning homestead

Good Roads Save the Fanner Money 
and Add to Profits 

A company in Stanislaus county, 
California, that buys skimmed milk 
from the farmer lias demonstrated 
to the rural residents in an empha¬ 
tic manner the value of good roads 
to them. This company sends trucks 
directly to the farms to collect the 
skimmed milk, hut it pays higher 
prices to farmers living on good 
roads than on bad roads. On poor 
roads the company pays 17 1-2 cents 
pCr 100 pounds, but on good roads it 
^pays 20 cents. Of course, the farm¬ 
er always has been paying this tax 
on every hundred pounds he. hauled 
over bad roads and he has been re- 
lirufd of it on every hundred pounus 
he had hauled over good roads, but 
that fact has’not been brought „ 'o 
his. notice as in the case cited. When 
he measures his distance from town 


rate under more 
nearly normal conditions than would 
be possible by taking the first five 
years of duration into consideration. 
During the first five years there is a 
gain front recent medical selection. 
He has recommended a schedule of 
rates, which, based upon the report 
which will he filed as of the 31st De¬ 
cember, 1917, should show more than 
100 per cent, of actuarial solvency, 
because of margins of safety which 
may be classified as follows: 

First: There would be gains iron: 
actual interest earned in excess of 4 
per cent., which is the amount the 
Actuary fixes as the basis of calcu¬ 
lation . As a matter oTTact, the av¬ 
erage interest earned by the society, 
upon its Insurance Fund, as at pres¬ 
ent invested, is 5.44 per cent. As the 
securities held by the society are 
mostly for lojig terms, there should 
be a substantial gain on interest ac¬ 
count. 

Second: There would be a saving 
from a lower death rate by reason of 
the fact* that the first five years of 
membership has been eliminated by 
Mr. Landis inconstructing his mor¬ 
tality table. 

.Third: There would also be gains 
from accumulation forfeited through 
lapses. No allowance was made lor 
such gains in fixing the schedule of 
rates. 

Fourth: There would be a surplus 
in contributions, owing to the fact 
that, after eliminating the first five 
years of membership, the Actuary 
loaded the tabtilar rates by an arbi¬ 
trary sum to make assurance doubly 
sure. 

Notices of motion have gone out to 
the membership providing for * re¬ 
adjustment, and this legislation will 
be considered at the next meeting of 
the High Court of the Order in June. 

The rates for members who are 
i now in the Order start at sixteen 
with a monthly assessment of 65 
cents, at twenty, the rate is 69 cents, 
at thirty, 85 cents, at thirty-five, $1.08, 
at forty-five, $1.53, with gradually in¬ 
creasing rates for the older ages. 
The rates for new members start at 
sixteen with a rate of 65 cents, at 
twenty, 73 cents, at thirty, $1.02, at 
thirty-five, $1.23, at forty, $1.52, at 
forty-four, $1.83. 

Two options are given to those 
who arc already members of the Or¬ 
der. One option provides that all 
members who arc between the at¬ 
tained ages of sixten to forty-five, in¬ 
clusive, may elect to take term insur¬ 
ance, which will entitle them to carry 
their present insurance at their pres¬ 
ent rate until they have attained the 
age of sixty years. Members bc-

Actuarial Solvency 

The Canadian Order of Foresters 
has had a record without parallel in 
the history of Fraternal Insurance 
Associations operating in Canada.

The Legislature in 1916 passed an 
Act which requires that all .Fraternal 
Insurance Societies shall, on, or be¬ 
fore, the first day of April, 1918, file 
a report with the Registrar of 
F'riendly Societies, which report shall 
contain a valuation of all its Insur¬ 
ance Certificates in force on the 31st 
of December, 1917. This report must 
not only show the Insurance Liabil¬ 
ity which.the society has undertaken 
to pay, but also the assets which the 
society has available, in the way of 
accumulated funds, and future assess¬ 
ments for the payment of the Insur¬ 
ance liabilities as they mature, the 
object of this statement is to show 
the degree of actuarial solvency 
which each society has, as of Decem¬ 
ber 31st, 1917. The Aqt provides fur¬ 
ther that at the end of each three 
year period, after 1917, a similar 
statement of valuation shall be file! 
in order to ascertain whether or not 
the society has maintained its degree 
of actuarial solvency. The object of 
the Act is, that where a society 
shows at the end of the first three 
year term that has not- maintained 
its degree of actuarial solvency that 
there shall be such an increase in 
rates as wUl insure that the society 
shah maintain the degree of solvency 
which it had on the 31st of Decem¬ 
ber, 1917, or improve that position. 

In view of this legislation the 
Canadian Order of Foresters decided 
not to wait until the 31st December, 
1917, to ascertain the facts required 
by the Act, and, shortly after the 
Act was passed in 1916, this society 
engaged Mr. Abb Landis of Nash 
ville, Tennessee, for the purpose of 
investigating its actuarial standing as. 
of the 31st December, 1915., Mr.

insurance, at the present rates, as 
term insurance for a period of fifteen 
years.* Those members who are be¬ 
tween the attained ages of fifty-six 
and sixty-nine, inclusive, can carry 
their present protection as term in¬ 
surance, at their present rate, for ten 
years. Term protection of members 
between the attained ages of seventy 
to seventy-six gradually decreases 
from nine years at the age of sev¬ 
enty. to three years at the age of 
seventy-six and over. 

The second option insures to all 
members, no matter when admitted, 
when they attain the age of seventy, 
and over, the right to paid up insur¬ 
ance for amounts set out in the sche¬ 
dule prepared by the Actuary, where 
such members do not desire to con¬ 
tinue to pay the life rates. This 
schedule entitles the members fgoin 
sixteen to eighteen to paid up insur¬ 
ance for $900 at the age of seventy, 
which amount gradually decreases as 
the attained age of the member in¬ 
creases. 

The adoption of the proposed re¬ 
adjustment will place the society on 
a basis of absolute solvency from an 
actuarial standpoint, and enable it to 
maintain its splendid position in the 
world of Fraternal Insurance.

One way to increase production 
on Canadian farms is/ to prevent 
the loss caused annually by^ smut 
in cereal grain. An average loss 
from smut of one per cent of the 
crop means a loss of millions of 
dollars to the farmers of Canada. 
Losses have frequently run - from 
10 to 40 per cent on individual 
farms. 

Agricultural surveys conducted 
by the Commission of Conservat¬ 
ion have shown that a very small 
percentage of the farmers in the 
five eastern provinces treat their 
seed grain for smut, while among 
farmers in the prairie provinces 
this practice is general. It pays 
the western- farmer to treat KTs 
seed and it will also pay the east¬ 
ern farmer.’ 

At a farmers’ meeting recently 
held in Western Ontario, one 
farmer stated that he had pur¬ 
chased seed wheat which had a 
little “bunt” or - stinking srkuf in 
it but thought it was not worth 
while treating it. As a result he 
had a badly smutted crop,

Importance of Primary School Traip l 
ing as Shown by Survey i 

In a survey ol agricultural condi¬ 
tions hi Dilndas county, Ontario, con¬ 
ducted by the Commissibt* of Con¬ 
servation in 1916, thresubject pf edit-, 
catipij is reported on as follows: I 

Ntncty-.qglit per cent. <jf the 400 
farmers Visited had attended public 
school only, and one per._ccr.t. had 
attended high school. None hail at¬ 
tended college and one of the 400 had 
attended business college. Ninety- 
two per cent, of the farmers’ syjvcs 
had attended public school /only. 
lhr.ee per cent, had attended high 
school and none had attended col¬ 
lege. 

Nine per cent, reported the child¬ 
ren as having school gardens while 
22 per cent, reported having a home 
garden under the supervision of the 
teacher. Forty-seven per cent, stat-r 
cd that they had attended a short 
course, in agriculture and 93 per cent, 
were in favor of short courses for 
the young people. Many of these 
short courses consist of judging clas¬ 
ses in seed grain and live stock, held 
in various parts of the country, to 
which all farmers arc invited. Nine¬ 
ty-seven per cent, were satisfied with 
the schools as at present managed. 

If the farmers’ training is to be .im¬ 
proved, the improvement must evi¬ 
dently be made in the training iir the 
rural school. Hence tlic wisdom 
and advisability of making the rural 
| school training as efficient, adequate 
and suitable as possible to prepare 
the young men and the young wo¬ 
men for real life in the country. The 
teaching of agriculture should occupy 
a more prominent place on the rural 
school curriculum than at present.
